Vaccine Tests To

When Morgan countians con¬ 
tribute to the 1954 March of 
Dimes thla month, they will have 
the satisfaction of knowing that 
their money will help finance a 
double Job, It was pointed out 
this week by Carl Stewart, coun¬ 
ty March of Dimes campaign 
director. 

The two-fold Job results from 
the fact Urnt the National Foun¬ 
dation for Infantile Paralyse is 
undertaking to finance a polio 
prevention program in 1954 In 
addition to its usual treatment 
and care of persons stricken by 
polio. 

The prevention campaign to be 
started this year will cost an es¬ 
timated 20*4 million dollars ui 
addition to the cost for treatment 
and cure of stricken persons. 

The prevention program will 
make use of the new polio vac¬ 
cine in a m *as test on humans 
this winter and spring in Ken¬ 
tucky and the nation. And in 
addition, the Foundation will in¬ 
crease the amount of gamma Olo- 
bulin to the national stockpile. 

TL» March of Dimes drive In 
Morgan will continue through 
January with a goal of 50 percent 
more than the $1400 collected 
last year. Local chapters retain 
half of the amount contributed. 
But when a local chapter ex¬ 
hausts Its treasury, it receive* 
direct aid from the National 
Foundation sufficient to care for 
existing patients. Aik but 112 of 
last year's contributions was used 
in cartng for four patients. 

Another case of polio develop¬ 
ed last fall and the chapter is 
being held responsible for caring 
for this case In addition to pro¬ 
viding braces, etc. for the old 
case* Thus, the need now is 
greater than last year 

Chairman Stewart this week 
announced Mrs. Edra Burton will 
serve as chairman of the Moth¬ 
er’s March to be held at a date 
to be announced soon. Mean¬ 
while teachers and students will 
assist tn conducting the drive 
throughout the county

Social Security Tax 
Rates Went Up Jan. 1 

The social tax rate went up 
I Jan. 1, according to a reminder 
issued today by M. M. Rudd, 
manager of the Ashland Social 
1 Security office 

"The Increase," he explained, 
"la in accordance with the 1950 
1 amendments to the social security 
law, and was enacted by Con- 
I gres* toward meeting future ob- 
i ligations of the old-age and sur- 
| vIvors insurance program.” 

Employees in Jobs covered by 
the law will have 2 percent In¬ 
stead of the 1H percent taken 
out of their pay up to earnings 
of $3,000 a year beginning with 
the first of January; their em¬ 
ployers will contribute an equal 
amount. 

The new rates will apply to 
j ail taxable wages paid after 
December 31, 1953. regardless of 
when earned 

The social security tax for the 
self-employed is scheduled to go 
j from 2*4 to 3 percent. 

The next social security tax 
increase, scheduled for 1900. will 
| be 2 Vi percent each for worker 
I and employer, and to 3*4 per- 
| cent for the self-employed.

Strawberries Urged For Cash Crop; 
Plants Short, Should Be Ordered Soon

UP TO $1,407,659 

Price Average Ig 
Firm At Sales 
Resume Monday 

Morgan county's cash income 
from burlcy tobacco rose to $],- 
407,659.54 at noon Thursday as 
checks commenced coming in for 
crops sold since sales were re¬ 
sumed Monday after the holiday 
recess. 

The $1,407,059.54 income was 
on the basis of 2134 checks that 
have cleared through the Com¬ 
mercial Bank here so tar during 
the selling season. On the same 
day last year 1868 checks had 
cleared to total $1,326,466.14. 

Prices remained firm as post- 
holiday sales were resumed Mon¬ 
day, but sagged as the week con¬ 
tinued. Monday's statewide av¬ 
erage was $52.80, Tuesday's was 
$52 49 and Wednesday's $51.42. 

The pre-holiday season's aver¬ 
age was $54.08, and the average 
the last week of sales before 
Christmas was $52.46. 

Extremely heavy marketings 
marked resumption of sales on 
nearly every market. The long 
holiday and moist weather had 
given farmers an opportunity to 
prepare their tobacco for sale and 
get it to market. 

Before ihe holidays some mar¬ 
kets were sell in" tobacco as fast 
as it was received. The long 1 
drought had made tobacco orittle 
and impossible to handle and the 
farmers as a result were slow in 
delivering it to the warehouses. 

The markets reopened with av¬ 
erage prices by grades In line 
with those at the last preholiday 
sale, the Federal-State Market 
News Service said. 

The news service reported price 
fluctuations were small, with 
gams and losses nearly equal 
Larger percentages of the better 
grades improved general quality i 
of marketings.

Hobert Cassity of Cockett and 
Mrs. Jasper Jones of Insko. Mr. 
Cassity received a gross income 
of $819.38 and a net return of 
$539.38 above all expenses from 
seven-tenths acre in 1953. Mrs. 
Jones has sold $400.00 worth | 
each of the last two years from j 
one-fourth acre.

Strawberries should be set in I 
March but plants should be or-! 
dered now. Mr. Dixon said that I 
the drouth had caused a severe 
shortage of plants. The principal i 


source of plants in this area has 
a deadline of January 8 for or¬ 
ders. An$.ine interested in buy¬ 
ing plants should see Mr. Dixon 
at once about the sources of 
plants and varieties to use. 

Strawberries require a lot of 
labor at harvest time. Because 
of this, Mr. Dixon suggests that 
farmers start with one acre or 
less. Four thousand plants are 
required to set an acre. 

Grow Bean With Berries 
First Year 

A new practice that will be 
used this year is to grow a row 
of beans between each two rows 
of berries. The berry rows are 
four feet apart. The bloom buds 
arc picked off the first year and 
the vines are not allowed to 
grow berries.

DR. ADOLPHUS GILLIAM 
WHY DO PEOPLE HATE CHANGE? 

All of us are conscious of the fact that the 
journey which we travel is very entertaining, 
very strenuous and very challenging. We have 
to move, we cannot be still, we cannot stand 
still; time just moves us on. It is very interesting 
to most of us who keep our ears and eyes open 
to see the different ways in 
which people look at life, 
the different color they 
place upon things and their 
reasons for doing so. Too 
often we do not pay much 
attention to it because we 
are so absorbed with our 
own interests that wc do 
not iook at the other fellow 
or even understand that he 
is looking at things differ- 
. ently from us. The question 

that I ask for our discussion and thought is; 
why do people hate change? Of course there 
are some folks who do not seem to hate change, 
or dread it or ever fight it because they are con¬ 
tinually changing, in their own way, of their own 
volition. Generally those people who take it 
iiiai way oic j ivt U l>e ilcpt'iaied upon very much 
because they are usually erratic, not very 
thoughtful. They make the changes without 
being very careful about it and do a lot of dam¬ 
age that could have been prevented. There are 
people who do not like change that go to ex¬ 
tremes about it; they just want to keep to the 
old path; they are satisfied with the status quo 
and they do not want to move out of It. All of 
us agree that it is true but why is it so? Per¬ 
haps it is just a natural thing; when you look 
at the little fellow down on the floor crawling 
around, you will remember, if you have watched 
him very carefully, that he came to the place 
where he could crawl by gradual and slow 
change; but every time he moved a little further 
than he had become accustomed to he showed 
fear, he was uncertain, he did not like it at all. 
After he did it he could try it again with less 
fear and soon it became easy. You saw him 
when he could stand up by the side of the crib 



and you watched him tremble at the thought of 
falling back. He did fall but after a while he 
tackled it again and he fell again but he got so 
he did not mind the fall. Finally he was able 
to stand on his own two feet. Then you remem¬ 
ber when he took his first step how he dreaded 
to do it, how he feared—but kept on until 
through the process of change he was walking. 
You can follow that tight on t.irough and watch 
the course of his life, through the grades from 
one to another, and then from school to another 
into the University. From there out into the 
world to challenge it, to make it his own, and 
to make a living in it. 

Fear goes into a lot of things in life. I do 
not know why some of our school systems were 
so long in changing. Was it because people just 
did not see, or were they satisfied with what 
they had, or were they afraid to attempt any¬ 
thing different? All oi these tilings entered into 
it. There are some people who think they have 
about reached perfection when they have reached 
only a start; others find a pretty high satisfac¬ 
tion in just a smattering of knowledge, end 
others just do not know the difference. It is a 
difficult thing to get us to grow with the times. 
It is an interesting thing to watch any kind of an 
organization; for instance, a political party; 
they do break forth and offer change and the 
change has been satisfactory and the people have 
accepted it and they have accepted it with such 
enthusiasm that they have overwhelmingly fol¬ 
lowed them. After a time the thing has been so 
overwhelming that they just forget, they get off 
their P’s and Q’s, and they begin to drift along; 
the first thing they know the change has not 
kept pace. Eventually somebody says “we have 
had enough of it” and they are down again. When 
they find that they are not keeping up with the 
new increase of civilization and of population, 
when they find that they have let things drift 
they begin to awaken, they begin to change, they 
get hold of new men and women, new voters; 
after a time the process of change has wrought 
again a miracle and they are back in power. 
The reason for that in many instances was just 
simply laziness, or inertia. We are inclined to 
be like that; it is so easy for us to take the line 
of least resistance and go along until lightning 
strikes. 

Let us look at this thing that has been ham¬ 
pering us. It is rather deep. That is why the 
little fellow has it; he catches on to it all along 
his life, and even down to old age it is there. 
Why be a little afraid of change? I think it is 
natural in order that we do not make change 
without thinking or without thoughtfulness. That 
is where we get in trouble. People who are 
afraid of change may be wise people. They are 
not so afraid that they will not accept change but 
they are afraid to the point that, they challenge 
things that are changed and weigh the value 
until they are willing to risk a great deal more 
perhaps than they sec but at least they think 
it is necessary to do so. 

We are in a world of change. Everybody 
knows it. It is a vacillating world; everything 
around us is changing; the hills wear down and 
the mountains grow up and the ocean even 
changes her coastline: riverbeds get out of the 
same place and they deepen. The old earth 
around us is not what she was yesterday. The 
funny thing about it is we are not either. We 
change too. We change our positions, and 
sometimes our dispositions. That is often good 
to do. Sometimes we will change our attitudes 
and sometimes we will not. As far as t am able 
to know from the realm of observation where 
we see this race of men, these changes when 
they have been wrought out carefully have al¬ 
ways increased the horizon of life. It does it 
with the little fellow before he walks, then he 
walks further, he thinks further, he reaches 
further. If he had not changed the course he 
could not have done so. All down the line when 
we began something new we did it in fear and 
trembling. After we tackled some university 
for a degree there came a thousand changes 
along the way and in spite of our fears about it 
one day we walked across the platform with a 
sheepskin. It cost us something. We were 
afraid. Our fears inhibited us, but we got there 
I would not eradicate these fears but I would 
have us be carefully related in them. How in 
the world are we going to make the changes that 
we ought to make, and work them out in life as 
we must work them out, from the careless indif¬ 
ferent little fellow to the father and mother with 
all their responsibiliteis, and to the grandfather 
as he begins to see the setting sun in the western 
sky; what are we going to do about not letting 
fear do too much to us? There is always some¬ 
thing close to us that can help us. The best 
strength I have ever found is a hand to cheer you 
and a strong hand to hold you up as you go 
through these processes of changing. Sometimes 
a husband and father who is fighting his way to 
overcome the difficulties of life and his battles 
are heavy has one standing there who looks into 
his eyes with all that it means and cheers him 
and he is not afraid to try because of the presence 
of some spirit that he loves so much, who be¬ 
lieves in him and could die for him. You know 
how much that means, don’t you? 

We travel on down this journey. Death is a 
change. I laliiei think that il going to he the 
greatest change that this human spirit of ours 
will ever know; the kind that is done in such a 
short time. No wonder wc are afraid of it. There 
is a good reason why many people fear death; it 
is such a change. But I have been told by One 
who conquered it that "perfect love casteth out 
fear” and that the presence of the love of Him 
who conquered death, hell, and the grave can 
make us walk into “the valley of the shadow of 
death and fear no evil for thou are with me, thy 
rod and thy staff they comfort me.” We do fear, 
we have our changes, we have our challenges, 
but we have all the help that is needed. We have 
our own ability to discern, our own heart to help 
us. We have the cheering crowd that loves us 
after we have done it, but we have a present 
God who never leaves us nor forsakes us. So, 
let us not be afraid of change; let us do it wisely 
and well until we come to that day when the 
world will be new indeed.

THE COST OF SEED this year 
varies greatly. Bluegrass and 
red top are the highest on rec¬ 
ord: Ky. 31 fescue and ladino 
clover are abundant and very 
cheap. Alfalfa, red and alsike 
clovers, and orchard grass are in 
large supplies and prices are 
willing to pay. The price of all 
seed will trend upward so early 
buying is a good policy. By 
shopping around the farmer can 
get a good mixture at a fairly 
low cost.
